The New St. Joe Driveway 


The proposed driveway along the west bank of the 


St. Joe river from Elizabeth street to Wayne street, plans 
for which have just been ordered by the hoard of park 
commissioners, is an improvement that will not only be 
immensely popular, but it will also serve as a new demon- 
tration of the beauties of the completed parkway and bou- 
levard system Fort Wayne will enjoy some clay when the 
comprehensive plans for this sort of thing all along the 
rivers become a reality. Perhaps it is as a matter of fact 
more important in this connection than in the actual bene- 
fits that can be measured from this bit of improvement 
considered by itself. 


In the natural growth of Fort Wayne Wagner street, 


Prospect avenue and other streets pushed gradually east- 
ward from Spy Run avenue toward the St. Joe, but their 
termini were merely stub ends that stopped at the river 
bank and lead nowhere. Along the east bank of the river 
is St. Joe boulevard with its graceful sweep and its pretty 
vista. The construction of the new bridge at Tennessee 
avenue made, it absolutely essential that the west bank of 
the river be improved similarly. This was foreseen when 
the general plans for civic improvement were prepared, 
and the new parkway just ordered is a link in that system. 
It means that there is to be a complete transformation of 
that region in appearance within the next year or two. 
The driveway will not only be immensely attractive, but it 
will be largely used by pleasure vehicles and its walk by 
pedestrians, and it will add largely to the value of cou- 
tinguous property. More than that, it will prove a splen- 
did object lesson as illustrating what Fort Wayne has set 
out to do with its river banks and other waste places.

aviation began.

the airmen. 


But if we should cry a halt, would 


it be heeded? The race has never yet 
retreated from any quest of knowledge 
of the earthr or from any course toward 
greater mastery of physical foroei.

has been held'back by ignorance and 
helplessness. It has never halted from 
fear or the cost to individual lives. The 
impelling force is in the blood. It is a 
divine attribute of man. It will compel 
persistence in the conquest of the air. 


But the common voice will and should 


demand greater caution in aerial exper- 
iment.

Professor 
Reaches Novia 


Scotia With Tale of 


3,000 Miles Trip. 


THROUGH THE ARCTIC 


Sydney;-"N. S., Oct. 2.—Prof. Danoald 


B. Jlcllillan, who -was w*th Jlr. Peary 
on his'trip to the north pole, has reached 
Sydney after-, a three .months' voyage 
along the Labrador coast. 
The trip, 


which covered 3,000 miles, was made in 
a motor boat twenty-five feet lijig and 
seven feet beam. The object of the ex- 
pedition was ornithological and ethno- 
logical research. Coming through Belle 
Tsle. straits his party passed many ice- 
bergs in the path 
of trans-Atlantic 


steamships. 


•The party• reports splendid success. 


Professor JteMlllan said: "We reached 
Battle Harbor July 5 and found the port 
blocked with drift ice. Seldom or never 
hare I seen such storms on the Labrador 
coast as1 were experienced this summer. 
Soon after leaving the ice at Cape Har- 
rison we encountered dirty weather, and 
for seventeen days battled ^'ith 
the 


storms. 
That, however, was only fun 


and served to break the monotony. 


"We had intended to pay a visit.to 


the Indians of the. interior, who are a 
people altogether different -from the Es- 
kimos, .hostile and cruel. Owing to the 
fact that we waited for a time for some 
frienjis from the states to join us, who 
finally, did not come, we had to call off 
tbis part of our trip," 


Questioned as to the Crockerland expe- 


dition, Professor McMillan said: 


"As you know, tbis expedition was to 


have left, this port about the time last 


of July of this year, under command of 
Professor Bqrup and myself, but owing 
to his death it was postponed until 1913 
As far'as I can tell the Crockerland ex- 
pedition will-leave Sydney in July, 1013 
on the Diana, a sealer somewbat smaller 
than the old Roosevelt.

Crockerland. The Diana will then go 
south, returning for us In 1915.

until some one has set foot upon it an. 
lias determined its latitude and long! 
tude, it is surmised that there are abou 
500,000 square miles of land stilt un 
known in the north, and it is supposei 
that itr. Peary saw a corner of this. 


"The second year we will penetrate th 


interior of Greenland, for, although th 
north and-south are fairly well known 
ther emainder is unexplored. It is under 
stood'thit some peaks in the interior nr 
12.000 ieet high, and some of these alti 
tudes we will attempt to reach. We will 
return, if all goes well, hi tbe fall of 
1915, hoping to 'have found out a great 
deal more than we know now."

I am submitting herewith a report

Holman. street playgrounds. The work 
centered around the teachers' meeting 
jeld each Monday evening at the Jef 
ierson school, at which time work for 
ihe following week was outlined ant 
iverything of importance, pertaining ti 
this department was discussed pro am 
con by the teachers. 


The • following gaines were given.-t 


the teachers and used by them wit' 
the greatest -success On the' v'ariou 
grounds: Dodge ball, call ball, eat an 
rat, prisoner's base, straddle ball, catc 
the cane, jump the shot, catch bal 
numbers change, shuttle relay,- all-ove 
relay, straight relay, three deep- an 
tap balL Much of the success, of these 
games was due to the vim with which 
the teachers played them. • 


Regarding -new equipment, there were 


two basketball hanks erected on- each 
grounds. A supply of games such, as 
checkers, dominoes, lotto, flinch and 
various kinds, of puzzle including-map 
and 
aninjal .were ' installed . on each 


ground. • Basketball, indoor. baseball, 
and lats were also purchased at differ- 
ent times • during the summer.

Some extensive repairs-were made at 
IB Guldlin and Holman grounds.

le former grounds the drinking foun- 
lins were repaired and the feed pipe 
or the wading pool at the Holman street 
rounds was changed. New tables'and 
enches were also made for each ground. 
The industrial work was installed at 
11 the three grounds. .Jirs. Edson was 
iven charge of this work, but she was 
orced to/discontinue the "work for some 
ime due to a. severe illness, nevertheless,

The industrial work was started July 
8th and continued seven weeks. Three 
ines of work wore selected—kindergar- 
ten for the'' small children,- sewing for 
;he girls' and whittling for. the boys. 
The work ' was entirely optional, no 
prizes being, off ered for an incentive to 
work.
